money  from  associates  of  San  Francisco  LCN  members  and  b- 

refusing  to  pay  the  money  back.  Informant  advised  that 
I  \  was  instructed  by  the  boss  of  the  San  Francisco 

"family"  during  the  mid-1930s.  ANTHONY  LIMA,  to  leave  the 
San  Francisco  area.  I  prior  to  leaving,  indicated 

that  he  was  going  to  Los  Angeles  and  reportedly  asked  LIMA 
if  LIMA  would  contact  the  Los  Angeles  "family"  and  give  him 
a  recommendation  for  a  transfer  to  that  "family".  Informant 
advised  that  he  believes  that  LIMA  did  give  that  recommendation 
and  it  is  very  possible  that  |  |  affiliated  with  the 

Los  Angeles  "family". 

Informant  advised  in  his  recent  conversation  with 
BILL  SCIORTINO  and  his  discussion  of  the  dissention  in  the 
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Los  Angeles  "family",  SCIORTINO  had  indicated  that  NICK 
LICATA,  like  his  father  before  him,  is  stupid.  Informant 
related  that  NICK's  father  had  owed  SCIORTINO's  father 
money,  and  SAL  TARANTO,  San  Oose  LCN  member,  was  dispatched 
by  the  Northern  California  to  Los  Angeles  to  threaten 
NICK's  father  and  as  a  result  NICK's  father  paid  the  money 
to  SCIORTINO. 


Informant  advised  that  he  had  been  in  contact 
with  MANNY  FIGLIA,  who  discussed  the  situation  with  the 
BONANNO  family.  FIGLIA  indicated  that  JOE  BONANNO,  Sr., 
was  disqualified  and  is  not  recognized  by  the  San  Jose  be 

"family"  as  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  LCN.  He  also  b?c 

advised  that  San  Jose  "family"  does  not  recognize  BILL  b?o 

BONANNO  as  a  member  of  the  LCN.  MANNY  told  informant  that 
as  a  result  the  San  Jose  "family"  was  powerless  to  act 
against  the  BONANNO  family  for  the  disgrace  that  they  have 
brought  on  the  San  Jose  "family"  recently.
